On Saturday, we commemor¬ 
ate the signing of the Armistice 
which caused the cessation of 
hostilities in the World War, 
ths greatest conflict history Iihs 
ever recorded, and a conflict 
that has left its mark on hum¬ 
anity ever since. We who look 
:oia the distance can visualize 
hut vaguely what conditions re¬ 
ally were, and what the boys 
and men who carried the burden 
for u s really went through to 
make the world safe for civiliz¬ 
ation and progress. 

Looking back over 15 years 
i.Ince the smoke and fire died 
down, the world has witnessed 
the greatest strides in progress 
that has over been known. Sci¬ 
ence, in its multifarious bran¬ 
ches has unfolded to man as an 
open book, until today, what is 
new and startling one day is com 
monplace, and in cases almost 
iorntten tomorrow. The things 
we consider commonplace were 
miracles at the close of the war, 
and the conquest is still march¬ 
ing on. 

if it took the price of the hun¬ 
dreds of thousands of fathers, 
husbands and brothers, who sac 
rificed their lives in the Great 
War, to prepare the world for 
this great flood of light and 
knowledge, perhaps they did not 
die in vain. However, if w e use 
this power of intelligence as an 
agent of destructinn to bring 
more suffering and heartache in 
tej the world then indeed are we 
turning traitor to those who 
gave their all for mankind. Our 
opportunities, and possibilities 
are too great to be wasted for 
things that can have no ultim¬ 
ate in the further advancement 
of peace, happiness and prosper¬ 
ity for the children of men. 

On Armistice Day, let us 
think of the sacrifice of those 
whb lie in Flanders Fields, also 
those who are going through 
life with a mained and broken 
body as a result of their part 
in the fray, and of the tens of 
thousands, who are living with 
the memories, pleasant or other¬ 
wise, of the things the**! oxperien 
ced to make the world safe for 
democracy. Armistice or Rem¬ 
embrance Day should be a time 
lo stop and consider our part in 
the drama of life, and see to 
it that we are doing nothing to 
make the sacrifice of ‘Our Boys’ 
useless and of no avail.

BUT TO IMPROVE 

DEMOCRAt Y 

(Christian Science Monitor) 

Never since the time of Oliver 
Cromwell has there been so 
much talk about “dictatorship” 
among Englishmen as there is 
today.Then it was a term of re¬ 
proach, and discussion was sec¬ 
ret. Now it receive* the utmost 
publicity, and the word is not 
always used, with sinister moan¬ 
ing. 

Therq has been talk of dictat¬ 
orship of the Left and dictator¬ 
ship of the Right. Those who 
have no good word for a Lenino 
or a Stalin can find much to 
praise in/ the methods of r Mus¬ 
solini ; and some who denounce 
Mussolini as the enemy of the 
working classes are prepared to 
say that the main defect of the 
Soviet dictatorship lies in the 
Russian character rather than 
in the system. Mustapha Kemal, 
the dictator of Turkey, has be¬ 
en praised as the regenerator of 
his country; and it has been 
suggested that the completeness 
of President Roosevelt’s success 
may depend lo no small extent 
on the completeness oi his dict¬ 
atorship. 

The British Fascists, until re 
cently, have not been treated 
verv seriously by the majority 
of Englishmen. But they have 
acquired a new importance 
since there has been talk of a 
dictatorship of the Left. For to 
talk in terms of resolution is 
the surest way of provoking 
counter-revolution — would-be 
Fascist dictators become formic! 
able only when, there is believed 
to be real danger of Socialist 
dictatorship. 

Is there anything serioiTs in 

this talk or is it purely academic 
It is pertient to recall that the 
parliamentary system, with its 
parties and its constitutional 
checks, has been the slow creat 
ion of the British nation. It has 
not been suddenly adopted, as 
t‘L nvherc, after a revolution, 
but has been the steady growth 
of centuries. It might perhaps 
be spoken of as the natural c:c 
pression of the English political 
genius. Yet it is worth remem¬ 
bering that at a time when the 
British system was still the ad¬ 
mired model of all voung dem¬ 
ocracies and of all countries 
which were aspiring toward 
democracy, it was already being 
severely criticized in the home 
of its origin, in Britain itself. 
A quarter of a century aro 
there was a strong body of Bri¬ 
tish opinion which denounced 
the “party system* ’as a system 
of “ins” and “outs.” cheek and 
counter-checks, which tended to 
paralvze progress, and substit¬ 
ute the illusion for the reality 
of freedom. 

Tn more recent years, but be¬ 
fore there was any thought of a 
National Socialist movement in 
Germany, Mr. Winston Church¬ 
ill declared the necessity of r 
radical change in parliamentary 
procedure to enable the countrv 
to cope with the growing ar¬ 
rears of reform. Even that 
great democrat, Mr. Lloyd Geo¬ 
rge, emphatically urged the nccvl 
of more speed and efficiency in 
procedure. It seemed at one 
time that the parliamentary r»vs 
tern received more r°avchin r * 
and even more destructive crit 
ieism from British demo'vt® 
than from any liberally minded 
critics in any other country. 

From Jus U might be suppos¬ 
ed that England presents very 
favorable round for Fascist pro¬ 
paganda. But in fact this dees 
not appear to be the cose. Th~ 
talk about dictatorship—inevit¬ 
able. in the prerent state of the 
world—has occurred, and has 
been eagerly debated. But the 'x 
amples of other countries in 
breaking away from democrat 
government have generally bad 
the effect, not of creating a de¬ 
sire to follow them, but of res¬ 
tating the wanm" belief in the 
efficacy of the British system. 

The English roonlp »n 
past were more devoted to the 


ideal of tolerance and free spe¬ 
ech than to that of administrat¬ 
ive efficiency; and today they 
are as disinclined ns ever to shc 
rifice the first to the second 
The Fascist challenge ti their 
instinctive and traditional view 
has had the effect of rallying 
them t 0 .the support of a system 
which, after all, is essentially 
British. Wo see this, not merely 
in the attitude of Conservative* 
end Liberals, but even of the of 
ficial Labor Party, which has 
resisted the appeal to form a 
common Socialist front and has 
declared its continued faith in 
constitutional democracy. 

The Labor vksw in this matter 
represents the average English 
\ lew—that a dictatorship of 
the T eft is as bad a s a dictator 
ship of the Right, and |viee ver¬ 
sa and that the remedy for in- 
officienc lira, not in overthrow¬ 
ing democracy, but in improv¬ 
ing and completing it. 

FALL MENUS 

(By Barbara B. Brooks) 
Summer with its abundance 
oi Unit and Vegetables, rather 
spoils Us for the rest of the 
year. Now that lull is here, 
more time lias to be spent plan¬ 
ning meals which will have var¬ 
iety, either through the use of 
many different foods or by ser¬ 
ving the usual loods in different 
ways. 

One of the most attractive 
vegetable platters that we have 
ever seen was revealed by a 
French housewife. She stuffed 
peppers, tomatoes and cabbage 
leaves with n meat and cereal 
mixture; put them alternately 
into a kettle, added tomato 
sauce, covered the i>ot and let 
them simmer until tender. The 
peppeis can be parboiled before 
being stuffed. The cabbage leav 
cs are dipped in boiling water, 
stuffed, rolled up and fastened 
with small wooden skewers. 
STUFFED VEGETABLES 
3 cup s left-over meat 
(ground) 

1 onion (finely chopped) 

1 cup rice krispies 
Vi teaspoon salt 

Vh teaspoon pepper 
Vi cup tomato pulp 
3 green peppers 
3 tomatoes 

3 cabbage leaves 

Mix meat, onion, rice krispies, 
salt and pepper. Moisten with, 
tomato pulp. Stuff the vegetab¬ 
les, place in kettle, add tomato 
sauce, cover and cook until ten¬ 
der. ' 

TOMATO SAUCE 

2 tbsps. butter or oil 

1 tbsp. onion (finely chopped) 

2 tbsps. celery (finely chop¬ 
ped) 

1 tbsp. green pepper (finely 
chopped) 

1 No. 2 can tomatoes (2 
cups) 

Vi tssp. salt, Vi tsp. pepper 
Vi tsp. Worcestershire sauce 
Vi tsp. sugar 

Cook onion, celery and gre 
peppers in butter or oil until 
tender but not brown. Add tom 
a.toes and seasonings. Cook stil¬ 
ling occasionally until the wat¬ 
er from the tomatoes has evap¬ 
orated and the sauce is sightly 
thickened. 

Some people are afraid to use 
garlic, but it is a seasoning 
which raises uninteresting dish¬ 
es out of the ordinary class. Try 
it with this spinach recipe.

Stop, look and read if you 
are young and you want to pre¬ 
serve the natural, youthful ap¬ 
pearance of your face and, at 
the same time, enjoy the com¬ 
fort and health which come with 
a healthy mouth containing 
sound teeth. 

The food you eat builds your 
teeth. You cannot have well- 
built teeth unless you use milk, 
green vegetables and fresh fru¬ 
its during that period of life 
when the body i s building the 
teeth out of li e foods which are 
eaten. 

Teeth are required to chew 
food and so prepare it for dig¬ 
estion . Foods which require 
chewing should be included in 
the diet, because the act of 
chewing develops the jaws prop 
erl.v and helps to keep the teeth 
and gum* healthy. 

In order that the teeth and 
gums may be kept healthy, 
they should he kept clean. It is 
best to clean them after every 
meal, but they should at least 
be cleaned aPer breakfast and 
before going to bed, using a 
tooth-brush and a little salt and 
water, or a non-gritty powder 
or paste .The mouth should be 
rinsed after the teeth have been 
brushed . 

The dentist should lie visited 
twice a year so that the teeth 
may be cleaned and to secure 
the onrlv treatment of any de¬ 
cay. Early treatment stops fur¬ 
ther decay, preserves the teeth, 
and nrevents the pain and dis¬ 
comfort which would otherwise 
occur. 

Unless the bicth and turns are 
cared for, they mav become 
diseased as the result of germs 
setting un an infection. What is 
serious about such infection is 
not so much the damage that 
mav be caused locally, although 
that is bad enough, but rathe'* 
that the ilife.Pi »•) mav spree. ’ 
to other parts of the body and 
caurn serious harm to vital 
organs. 

Many peonle do not enjoy the 
degree of health which thev 
should because their health is 
i being sapped by diseased teetli 
1 and gums. It may be that the

with. The absorption of pus 
may be poisoning the body, 
i Painful teeth cause lack of 
sleep, and lead to irritability.
